It Is lit t-le v/onder that you had difficulty in locating the 
area in which you saw a reference to an arrest at the Dal- 
Tex building 1 It took me just over 6 hours to find the entry. 

You will find th$is entry in " AEYEP IX. NO, A , page .392. 

Under the time of 12:40 p.m. the following is recorded 

Send me a squad for a prisoner at Elm and 
Houston. 

Do you have the suspect? 

No . 

Did they advise they have the suspect? 

No. They do not have the sxjspect 

There is further entry on this page between 15 and 531 concern- 
ing the surrounding and sealing off of a building and the 
surrouriding "two or three block area." 

On the next page, 393, 15 (Talbert) identifies the building 
as the "old purse company on the east side of Houston.'} The 
Texas Rchool Book Depository, as you well know, is on the we s t 
side of Houston and north of Elm. 

I hope this is the entry you we -e refferring to, as it is the 
only entry of an arrest at the intersection of Elm and Houston. 
There is no mention of the arrest of this prisoner in either of 
the two other records of the Dallas Police radio logs. (Ex. 705 
or Ex . 1974 . ) 

As mentioned in WHITEWASH these logs are an absolute ness. There 
are inaccuracies in time and lack of identification of most of 
the code numbers. The only report that makes an attempt to identify 
the persons involved is Ex. 1974, and it too suffers from in- 
cornple tene ss .

The original copy of this ‘piece of paper does exist in the 26 
Volumes. Commission Ex. No. 1468 , V.22, Pgs . 848-849 is a 
photograph of the piece of paper found in Oswalds possession 
by Lt . Martello. 

The translation of this piece of paper appears on page 849, V. 
22. The three words of Russian that you could not find in 
Oswalds address book have been translated as meaning "Marina 
at work, 22182." The second three the number appears in the 
hyphenated form it is not explained. 

however the slip of papers reverse side with the tabular form 
"socks 25, shoes 40-41 etc." still remains a mystery. Also in 
the lowers right hand corner of this slip of paper (V22, pg.848) 
and written directly on this slip of papers is the following: 

AGV 

11-25-65 

The initials .AGV probably stand for Secret Service Agent Adrian
